Io these remarks Colonel Brlgham 
has sounded the keynote of the good 
roads' campaign. The masses of the 
people must be aroused and educated 
Organization is the principal means to 
be employed. Conventions should be 
held aud associations should be organ- 
ized In all sections of the country. It 
is not enough to get out a crowd of 
profeMional road reformers to 
'speeches and pass resolutions. Tbe 
object in view Is to Interest practical 
and progressive men In all walks of life, 
to arouse tbe indifferent, to convince 
the objectors and to get up a wave of 
popular enthusiasm for better roads. 

Until this Is done no important re- 
sults will be accomplished.

ALARM IN ENEMY'S CAMP. 

There seems to be a "skeered : 
feeling oreeping over the wiser and 
more calculating republicans of 
the country. The signs of the 
times are not entirely to their lik- 
ing and they are even frank 
enough to indulge publicly in sup- 
ositions that indicate a lack of su- 
preme confidence in the outcome 
of the campaign of 1904. 

The situation in New York city 
is a cause for republican anxiety. 
Under the name of fusion — their 
only chance for success — they are 
seeking to keep the city from poll- 
ing its usual great majority for a 
democratic ticket.
